We. have repeatedly. avowed our sympa- 

thy with these attempts of the people to right 
themselves, believing that thus far, they were 
acting within the limits of the law. We can 
easily see, however, that unless some fundamen- 
tal reform be adopted, the result will:be, the an- 
nihilation of the Post Office, and the usurpation 
by Private Enterprise of one of the grandest 
functions of the General Government. This 
evil, for such we should regard it, ought to be 
prevented. We cannot, with our present views, 
believe, that the efforts of individuals er cor- 
porations can ever supply the place of the Gov- 
ernment in carrying the mails. These efforts 
will always be directed by a controlling view to 
selfish interests, and would generally be limited 
to portions of the country, where the profits 
would be certain and considerable. We could 
hever expect from them the reduction ol 
postage to a uniform rate for all distances. . Be- 
sides, we confess, we should feel more confidence 
- in the management of so vast and delieate a bu- 
_ siness, by the General Government, than by pri- 
vate adventurers. 

We would by numeans encourage a spirit of 
jawlessness, in seeking:any important reform.— 
The Constitution has provided a way for the 
redress of all grievances. Let the people take 
up the subject in their primary assemblies; 
deliberate upon it; settle in their own 
minds precisely what they want; and then in- 
struct their Representatives accordingly. Itis

Political Power==Distributiou. 
The Gazette corrects an error into which it fell 
respecting the political power of slavery, when 
it represented the white man with five slaves as 
possessing the power of two white men without 
them. We were so intent on the principle, at 
the time, that we did not perceive the blunder. 
Under the Constitution, five slaves count as three 
persons, Of course the holder of five slaves has 
the political power of four persons. 

By the way, we might as well state with more 
aceuracy the principle of Distribution, as advo- 
cated by the Whigs. ‘The Distribution act of 
September 6th, 1841, provided for the distribu- 
tion of the residue of the net proceeds of the 
Public Lands, according to federal numbers— 
that is, according to the number of representa- 
tives and senators in Congress to which each 
state was entitled, This wasa novel applica- 
cation of that degrading principle, which 
makes the owner of five slaves the equal in 
political power, of four white men without 
slaves. It secured of course to the owner of 

»five slaves,an amount of the money distributed, e- 

qual to the aggregate shares of ‘four persons 
without slaves. Under this provision, the aver- 
age share of each free inhabitant in Louisiana 
was, five cents and a fraction; while that of each 
free person in Ohio, was three cents and a half, 
Had Ohio received as much for every free in- 
habitant as Louisiana, her portion would have 
been $77,492.66, instead of  $53,157,53; and 
had Louisiana received no more for her free pop- 
ulation, than Ohio, her share would have been 
$6,438,56, instead of $9,971,59.

y 1s committed. Is there any justice in it’ 
slaves receive not one particle of benefit 
from these distributions. The whole of the 
money goesto the free population; so that the 
planter on this prineiple is virtually paida bonus 
in proportion to then umber of slaves he holds. 
Nor can it be alleged with any reason, that as 
the slave States have contmbuted their full share 
to the wongnpes and defence of the public 
- lands, they are entitled to a like pro- 
portion. Onthis ground, if tenable, they ought 
to receive a share in proportion to their whole 
population. But, itis not tenable. For, as we. 
demonstrated in a former number of our paper, 
the free States principally have borne the bur- 
then of the public lands. The public territory 
lying within the Slave States has never paid for, 
iteelf; while that within the limits of the free 
States has paid for itself, and more than made 
up for the deficiency in the former. 

And yet, distribution according to federal 
numbers, is one of the principles of the Whig 
party, and of the Cincinnati Gazette too, which 
thinks the federal ratio, viewed politically, isa 
degradation and wrong to the free States!

“The editors of the Intelligencer, while they 
dissent from the practice,” countenance it so 
far as to publish the bets, and certify, that “the 
gentleman who makes these offers, is well known 
to us, that he is.of undoubted responsibility, and 
that he is both able and willing to redeem his 
pledges.” 

This is really eneouraging the practice, what- 
ever the Intelligencer may think of its propriety. 
So long as political gamblers can find respecta- 
ble papers to publish for them, and certify to 
their characters, they need ask no mor: beetting 
will be deemed respectable. It is no justifiea- 
tion to plead'the example of an antagonist par- 
ty. Bad practices are to be corrected, not by 
following, but repudiating them. Just suppose 
the encouragement thus given to political gam- 
bling were to haye its natural effect—-increasing 
the vice all over the country. We can then easily 
imagine, that the time might come,when the el- 
ection day would be looked to with more anxiety 
as to its results on the fortunes of gamblers, than 
the interests of the republic—when men’s pass- 
ions already excited beyond what is wholesome, 
should become as intense and as destructive as 
in the veriest “hells” in the country—and when 
the basest means would be resorted to, bribery, 
threats, violence, to influence the decisions of 
yoters. The ballot box is too noble, too vital- 
ly important an instrumentality, to be used, 
as the gambler uses his dice or cards. It is that, 
through which a free, enlightened, Christian 
People, are expected to pronounce their will.--— 
There can be no greater enemy to free institu- 
tions, than that man, who would impair its pur- 
ity, or compel it to give an uncertain or false 
sound. The political gambler does both. 





The Liberty vote in Illinois is coming in well. 
The Chicago Citizen gives returns from several 
parts of the 4th District, and remarks, if all 
the precincts do as weil as those from which we 
have heard, the entire vote of the District will be 
2500 as 3000 votes. 

In Chicago, the Liberty vote is 200; in the 
county, so far as heard from, 70. It will be dou- 
ble that of last year. In Du Page, Big Woods 
Precinct, the vote stood for the Liberty ticket, 
21; Democratic 25; Whig 16. The Whigs there 
are the third party. Babcock’s Grove gave 
last year 9 votes for Henderson, (Lib.) this year, 
19. Justas the polls were about closing, two 
men came rushing up, in breathless haste, to 
deposit their votes.

This is not, with us, a ‘new view’ of the 
uestion. It is the view put forth by the Lib- 
erty State Convention of ‘Ohio, in1841; and one 
which we have since then frequently presented. 
Its reasonableness has already commended it to 
the good sense of other than Liberty men. 
Joshua R. Giddings, for example, has adopted it. 
R. D.. Davis,a Democratic member of Congress, 
last session, expressed his conviction of its truth, 
when he said, “Congress could no more make a 
slave, than aking.” Cassius M. Clay, in his 
Texas speech in Kentucky, urged precisely. the 
same view, in which he was sustained by the 
editor of the Cincinnati Chronicle. We ought 
te have excepted the Chronicle, irom the remark 
made above cuncerningthe Whigandlemoeratic 
papers. At the great meeting held some months 
since in New York, to protest against the annex- 
ation of Texas, where the first men of both 
political parties acted. in harmony, the venera- 
ble Albert Gallatin avowed this principle with 
great distinctness, 

But, its, correctness does not depend at all, 
upon its being old or new; upon the number of 
those who, hold it,or the much or little authorityin 
its favor. It may be true, and yet John Quincy 
Adams and Daniel Webster, may never have ad- 
verted to it. Mr. Adams,with all his knowledge 
of Constitutional law, holds opinions in regard 
‘to the power of the General Sovernment over 
slavery, peculiar to himself; and never,amidst all 
the investigations of the subject of slavery in 
the District oi Columbia, hae he brought to 
light the laws concerning it, lately declared and 
enforced by the Supreme ©owrt, in the case of 
Rhodes vs. Beil. And we must be permitted to

Perhaps the great Constitutional lawyer is too 
great a man to pay much attention to small mat- 
ters, but certainly on a subject in which he af- 
fects te have so deep an interest as the right of 
petition, he ought to speak with ordinary cor- 
rectness. John Quincy Adams never introduced 
any BILL concerning the right of petition. His 
course always has been, since the gag was 
adupted, when the rules have come up, to move 
for their adoption, with the exception of thé rule 
relating to petitions. But, Danie. WeBsTER was 
ignorant of this! We mention the circumstancey 
just to show the little interest taken in the agita- 
tion of this great question of slavery, by “men 
of some note as Constitutional lawyers.” 


The opinions of such men as Mr. Webster, 
on the constitutional bearings of slavery, will 
command respect, when they condescend to be- 
stow upon the subject any measure of their atten- 
tion. Till then,plain people will do well to appeal 
directly to the law and the testimony, holding 
the opinions of expounders at what they are in- 
trinsically worth, without special. reference to 
the greatness of names.

Philomath is a Post Office in Wayne county 

la. Our papers ought to be received there with 
great regularity, two or three days after date of 
publication. Dr. Amphlett, a very intelligent 
citizen of the place, has long been a subscriber 
to our paper. Of late, he has been a subscriber 
not only to the Herald, but the Visiter and Facts. 
This complaint of the irregularity of the mails, 
has been frequent. Sometimes it is two weeks 
before he receives his papers. ‘Things have been 
getting worse and worse—and in a late letter 
he informs us, that he cannot obtain his papers 
one half the time. He has become 80 discour- 
aged, that he apprehends he will be under the 
necessity of giving up the papers altogether. I

received by subscribers. In some instances, we 
have directed packages of the same number 
three successive times to the same subscribers, 
but they still have not received them.

Master, and made inquiries. concerning the pa- 
pers.

A few days after, Mr. S. went to the 
Post Master, to get them. The Clerks knew

At las, 
they found those of the May and June numbers, 
that.nad not been used as waste paper, in a baske 
used for all sorts of refuse.

The Case of Rhodes vs. Bell. 

In our remarks on this case, last Saturday, 
we neglected to notice the important fact, that 
a law existed inVirginia also, ‘prior to the cession 
of the territory, now constituting the county of 
Alexandria, precisely similar to the statute of 
Maryland of 1796, prohibiting the importation 
of slaves. So that the two counties of Alexan- 
dria and Washington, are prohibited under the 
laws of the District, according to the decision of 
the Supreme Court, from importing slaves into 
each other. Justice McLean, who delivered 
the opinion of the “Court, an opinion clearly, 
briefly and comprehensively expressed, thus 
stated the case in relation to Virginia. 


“By a law of Virginia passed the 17th of De- 
cember, 1792,it is declared that ‘no persons shall 
henceforth be slaves within this commonwealth 
except such as were so on the 17th of October 
1785, and the descendants oi the females of 
them.’ 

“And the second section declares that al] 
slaves which shall be brought into this com- 
monwealth, and kept there one whole year to- 
gether, or so long at different times as to amount 
to one whole year, shall be free. The third sec- 
tion i & penalty on any person who shall 
import into the commonwealth, and also upon 
any one,who shall sell or purchase, slaves.” 


This law was adopted by Congress on accep- 
ting the cession. 

But; we have adverted to this case again, 
chiefly to bring beivre the reader’s eye once 
more, the important,pregnant fact—that Slavery 
in the District of Columbia, exists, not asa 
matter of course, not by virtue ofany prescrip- 
tive right, not by the authority of the States of 
Virginia and Maryland, not in consequence of 
any pledge of nationel faith--but by a sIMPLE 


acT oF CoNneREss. 
The question then recurs, whence did Con- 


gress derive power to enact a law of slavery——to 
establish a system, which recognizes one man as 
the property of another? Judge McLean has al- 
ready on the bench, announced his opinion that 
the Constitution of the United States never re- 
gards slaves as property. Has Congress any 
powers not derived from that instrument? How 
then could it re-enaet laws, which expressly re- 
gard men as property? If it can do this, consti- 
tutionally, then it may establish the relation of 
slave and master in the navy yard at Philadel- 


phia; and wherever else it has the right of ex- 
clusive jurisdiction. But if it cannot do this, 


what becomes of the slave-laws of Florida?

You may well start reader, but it is true! Now 
although we would sustain the compromises of 
the Constitution, as to the old Thirteen, we have 
too much pride,voluntarily to consent to degrade 
white men north of Mason & Dixon’s line, com- 
pared with white men south of the line. None 
but slave territory has ever yet been added to the 
Union—Louisiana and Florida! We are not 
willing to go farther. We hold, that a white 
man north of Mason’s line, is just as good, as 
the white men south. He is fit to bea slave, 
who holds the contrary.” 


And yet every white man, with five slaves in 
Kentucky, is equal in political importance, to 
two white men in Ohio! If it would be a deg- 
radation to concede this prineiple, in regard to 
Texas, we are already degraded---for we have 
coneeded it in reference to thirteen States of 
this Union. Ifthe concession of such a superi- 
ority to Texas would be wrong, such concession 
to our slave States is wrong. Of course this com- 
Promise of the Constitution, according to the 
Gazette’s own admission, is degrading and un- 
just, a virtual assumption that the white man 
north of Mason and Dixon’s line, is not s0.good 
as the white man south. And yet the Cazette 
declares that it will sustain this compromise! 
Does it not lay itself open to 1ts own rebuke? 
“He is fitto be a slave, who holds the contrary” — 
the contrary of the proposition that the white 
man north of Mason’s line isas good as the 
white man south? 

But thisis not all. The Gazette goes beyond 
the compromises of the Constitution, in degrad- 
ing the white man of the north. Does it remem- 
ber whose is the Distribution scheme? And on 
what principle, the proceeds of the public lands 
are to be divided? On this very principle, which 
it condemns, as degrading to the white man 
north of Mason’sline. Mr. Clay and the Whig 
party, without the pretence of Constitutional 
warrant, would divide the public monies so, 
that the planter in Louisiana shall receive two 
dollars to one dollar received by the Ohio far- 
mer! The Gazette supports with warmth this 
distribution scheme!!

For the Herald. 
How Shall I Vote ? 

A note which I wrofe to the Editor of the 
Herald a few months since, simply stating 
that I could not perceive how I could vote 
for Heury Clay as President of the United 
States without supportiag slavery, failed by 
mistake, of a transfer from the Daily, to the 
‘Weekly Herald,’ and thus did not reach 
the persons for whom chiefly I designed the 
scrap of information it contained; to wit: 
some pious people in the conntry, who de- 
sired to know what course I thought it'be- 
came a christian to take, in the pending Pre- 
sidential Canvass. This circumstance, to- 
gether with my reception through the mail of 
the letter of a Mr. Burchard, propounding 
reasons why abolitionists should support 
Mr. Clay; and, also, some fervent exhorta- 
tions by a talented and respectedfriend now 
in public life, that I should cast my own suf- 
frage in favor of that gentleman, have led 
me to suppose I may discharge a duty in 

briefly and simply declaring why I cannot, 
as.at present advised, do so. 

I respect, within just limits, that whole- 
some prejudice of Americans, (itis less in 

England,) against clergymen uttering their 
views on the civil interests of the country, 
where opinion is divided. I leave to others 
equally honest and more capable than my- 
self, to adjust questions of territorial limits, 
protection, revenue, currency, etc. For 
though, as an American ought, I have not 
refused a degree ofattention tothose topics; 
and although I lately had the privilege of 
hearing the principles of tariff and free- 
trade debated it length, both in their their 
moral and economical bearings, by Mr. Cob- 
den, and other distinguished men, in and out 
of the English Parliament, yet I confess the 
intricacy and depth of the subject, and my 
own inadequate ability, sofarastoown that I 
have as yet gained but one conclusion inwhich 
{ fully rest: which is, that the sooner all re- 
strictions upon just commerce can be done 
away, consistently with due regard to inter- 
nal interests and international relations, the 
safer and better for mankind. Even if there 
were norevenue, (a state of things, which 
not soon, perhaps never can be realized,) if 


the peerie paid their civil officers, as the 
support their ministers, Our or Tutue wt coy 


in their hands; it may be plausibly argued 
that they would hold their rulers to a strict- 
er account—that administration would pre- 
sent fewer lures to corruption, and govern- 
meat be more cheaply, wisely and well ad- 
ministered. But I fully agree that political 
wisdom on these topics must be left by the 
ministers of Christ to those, with whom use 
has made them familiar. Men may be ex- 
cellent chrstians and hold different opinions 
according to their light, on these and kin- 
dred topics. And the attempt to make such 
subject matter tor Sabbath day discussion, 
whether by ministers from the pulpit or lec- 
turers, elsewhere, is an obvious infraction 
of the fourth commandment, anda direct in- 
jury to the internal interests of men. 

I know there be those who profanely de- 
ny all distinction between things sacred 
and secular; a sentiment which obviously 
tends directly to animalize—lower. still, to 
bestialize mankind. The man who can lift 
the coffin lid of his father, or gaze on. the 
corpse of an affectionate wife, or utter the 
name of his God, with emotions no more sa- 
ered than he experiences in casting his 
yote, orin reaping a handful of his wheat; 
is to my understanding, as fully committed 
to war against nature and reason, as against 
religion and God. I therefore Iook upon 
all attempts to confound things. sacred with 
things civi], under pretence of promoting 
the cause of humanity, as on apar with that 
patriotism, which, in seeking the prosperi- 
ty of a country, begins with trampling on its 
fundamental laws. I am therefore well per- 
suaded that the ministry of this country, if 
error must be through human infirmity,. err 
less to the harm of the nation in shunning 
too much, than they would in seeking too 
freely, the things which respect our civil in- 
terest. 

I beg to say also, in this place, that I find 
language entirely too weak to express my 
disapprobation and dislike of what, in sub- 
stance or insemblance, takes the form of a 
political party upon a resigions basis—any 
thing like that *‘Act of classes” of an ancient 
Covenanting Scotch Parliament, disqualify- 
ing for office in the State, men who merely 
were not qualified for the Church. . Wicked 
men have their rights; Slaveholders have 


share the benefits of civil organization with 
men of the world, and then declare them by 
reason of their being unregenerate men, for- 
bid by the law of God from holding office; 
they are involved in the absurdity of a nun. 
slave-holder, who should join with an hun- 
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may in such cases, justly be allowed their 
weight. » Bat in: this case I see no such ne- 
cessary--none, none. There are not wanting 
able civilians, and distinguished men at the 
South who, in praetice and in principle, dis- 
card this most abhorred form of tyranny-~ 
the property ownership of mankind. One of 
has, in some of the States, been put 
prominently forward as a candidate for the 
Presideney. If therefore, it may be deem- 
ed best, in consideration of the tempter and 
condition of the Southern half of the Union, 
Leven longer to have the supreme control 
the nation in Southern hands, still, in the 
‘present case, if I vote for either of the Sou- 
'thern candidates, I cannot but be conscious 
to myself that I vote for'a candidate which 
slavery has had the controlling influence in 
selecting, and that for its own security and 

I know that one will say, ‘he votes for the 
ascendency of the party, rather than for the 
success of the man;’ but experience has 
shown, and I think it will always show, that 
that interest in the nation which has been able 
‘to. determine the seleetion of the eandidate 
before election, will be able, also, to control 
him after he is elected. If the Whig party 
therefore, be supposed less hostile to justice 
tothe negro inhabitants than the other, I 
still may not blind my eyes to the fact, that 
voting for a slave-selected candidate, I vove 
for a slave-controlled President, and a slay- 
ery-supporting Government. ; 

Nor (it seems to me) is the plea admissi- 
ble, though I often hear it, that we are forced 
to choose between the two, and that not vot- 
ing for the unjust man, whose political sen- 
timents you approve, you do, in effect, vote 
for his opponent, with political seutiments 
whieh you regard as destructive of the com- 
monwealth. But Dr. Beecher has so forcibly 
stated and answered the objection in his 
well known sermon, that I quote :-— 

“If I do not vote for the man on my side of 
politics, will not this be helping his antago- 
nist; and will not this be as bad as if I voted 
directly? No. You are accountable for 
yourown conduct only. If other people put 
into office bad men, whom you could not 
keep out, but by voting for one equally as 
bad, for their conduct you are not responsi- 
ble. Itis certainly a different thing whe- 
ther a vile man came into power by your a- 
gency, or in spile of it.” 

Bat this is not all—considerations of ex- 
pediency and interest—suci are protection, 
revenue and finance, never ought to weigh 
in the Christian’s mind against considera- 
tions of justice ; never, never. I know that 
an idea has become current in some minds, 
that Mr, Clay, is in heart, less committed to 
sustain negro oppression, than the opposing 
candidate. Why, or how this should be 
thought, I know not, nor can I conceive.~— 
“That is property which the law declares to 
be property.” ‘Twofhundred years of legis- 
lation have sanctioned and sanctified negro 
slaves as property.” It seems to me no dis- 
respect to the talents of Mr. Polk, to say that 
his rival opponent, has expressed stronger 
opinions in favor of slavery, shan himself is 
capable of doing. And when these declara- 
tions are backed by the consistent action of 
a long life which has never fyet unfettered 
one solitary slave out of the many held, 
must be blind to most obvious truth, before 
I can believe true what is so perfectly dis- 


proved. 
But if even it were so, that slight

principal parties and candidates on this sub- 
ject; since it seems plain that ifslavery be 
ever destroyed, it must be by electing men 
who will refuse to continue it, where it has 
been illegally erected by the general govern- 


formed, which alone presents candidates 
of this sort; I see no way forme to 
obey those laws of wisdom and sound dis- 
cretion, which require me to use tke ouly ob- 
vious means to reach good ends, than to vote 
for these candidates, when not disqualified 
by other immoralities, equally gross with 
slave-holding injustice; until other parties 
present men equally committed to this main 
national end. 

The just dread of most Northern and many 
Southern people, of the Annexation of Tex- 
as to thiscountry, as slave-holding Territory, 
is strongly appealed to as a reason why I 
should--to prevent the expansion of Slavery, 
give my suffrage to Mr. Clay. But if chris- 
tian abolitionists give their votes to Mr. 
Clay, and in consistency, give him their 
support for the next four years, Texas an- 
nexation would, at least, be then just where 
it is now—knocking atthe gates.. And if 
the ground be good to vote for one slave. 
holder to keep out another, whose party we 


he; the argument now good, is good forever ! 
or at Jeast until two parties shal! present be- 
‘tween which no material difference can be 
seen or imagined. I dismiss the subject of 
Texas annexation, with the single remark 
that, such are my convictions that the anti- 
slavery demonstrations seen in either of the 
old parties, are so entirely the result of the 
externa] pressure upon them of the Anti-sla- 
very political organization, that I believe, if 
the latter were dropped to-day, the Anti- 
slavery symptoms of the others would disap- 
pear to-morrow. And I have more hope of 
abolishing slavery in Texas, with anti-sla- 
very political action, than I have of destroy- 
ing United States Slavery even, with no po- 
litical action but of an opposite kind. And, 
be it remembered, every abolitionist who 
gives his vote to either of the older parties 
candidates, sets an example, which if all his 
brethren should follow, the present Anti-sla- 
md political organization must instantly 


Yet I must own, that conclusive as I deem 
the above objections against the principal 
candidates; Mr. Clay’s relation to the prac- 
tice of duelling equals, if not outweighs them 
ail. And though moral considerations, aside 
from what.1 know of the men and the par- 
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duellist, in all respects except this crime, is 
a hetter man tha his opponent-ot f 100 evils 
may we'not choose the least? Yes, of two’ 
natural-evils you may ; if you must lose fin-' 
ger or an arm, cut off the finger; but of two 
sinful things you may ppl Hy and,’ 
therefore, you may not vote for one bad man, 
a murderer, to keep eat anotherbad man, 
though even a worse one. It is to do ‘evil 
that good may come’; and of all who de this, 
the Apostle declares, ‘‘ their damnation is 
just.”.. Sermon on Durtrine. etoile 

There is nothing in the crime of duelling, 
in itself, or its effects, which claims for its 
perpetrator a lenity which is not extended 
to other criminals. There is'no plea of sud - 
den anger under violent provoeation amoun- 
ting to temporary insanity. It is deliber- 
ate, conventional, remorseless crime ; that 


dure the pain, or di ce, or both it may 
be, of an insult.' And in its national bear- 
ings, this foul practice confronts the free- 
state member of Congress, from the time he 
takes his seat till he quits it: The insulted 


grace among duelists, and disgrace among 
his constituents. If he fights, he is despi- 
sed at home. Ifhe refuses he is disgraced 
abroad:—perhaps even spit upon by some 
coward ruffian, as was the able and amiable 
Slade. Whocan behold this terrible envi- 
ron of disgracefal alternatives by which 
the duelling custom surrounds our free- 
State members, of being shot in secret like 
a dog; or living under the ferocious inso- 
lence of the challenger and his backers; or 
the holy frown of wife, children and friends 
ac home—who can behold this set of moral 
influences and wonder that men have spok- 
en in the halls of Congress, faintly for free- 
dom, and fiercely for slavery, when he 're- 
members that those same northern voters 
who blame the pusillanimity of what were 
ealled by John Randolph, ‘northern dough- 
faces,” will despise their own representa- 
tive for leaving his family and going into a 
duel, yet will elevate this same crime, cheer- 
fully tothe presidential chair! God, who 
weighs ail crimes, only knows whether, but 
for duelling, discussion would not have been 
so free in this nation that slavery had long 
sinced perished before it. 

Now Ihave seen no evidence; there is 
none, that Mr. Clay has not been ready to 
fight in duels, if brought into the usual cir- 
cumstances, any hour from the dawn of his 
manhood to the present: and though I can- 
not be certain but that many christian abdli- 
tionists may give him their votes; I should 
have no such fear, if every voter would cast 
his suffrage as he would do if his father, bro- 
ther or son were under a challenge at the 
time, with Mr. Clay’s approbation. 

I bespeak fur these sentiments such can- 
dor at the hands of the press as it asks for its 
own, we must mingle our votes with those 
of our fellow citizens; why should we not 
mingle our thoughts with yours? And be- 
cause part of this letter would not fairly re- 
present my opinions; I particularly request 
the ‘Morning Chronicle” on the seore of 
personal friendship, and any other editors 
who may think proper to print any part of 
this letter to give it to their readers entire.
